STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Newport qualified to vote in town 
affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said town 
of Newport, on the second Tuesday of March next at nine o’clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects, namely : 

Article 1. To choose three Selectmen, Town Clerk and Town 
Treasurer for the year ensuing. 

Art. 2. To choose a Collector of Taxes and all other necessary 
town officers, agents and committees for the year ensuing. 

Art. 3. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Town Treasurer, 
Auditors, Agents and Committees heretofore chosen, and pass any 
vote relating thereto 

Art. 4. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the payment of the town debt and defraying the inter- 
est thereon for the year ensuing, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 5. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the payment of town charges, for the maintenance of 
the poor, for cemeteries, parks, commons and water works, and to 
improve the same, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

_ Art. 6. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the support of schools for the year ensuing. 

Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to ask for state aid for the 
purpose of making permanent improvements on the highways, raise 
and appropriate the necessary amount of money therefor, and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 8. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the laying out of highways and building and repairing 
the same, and for building and repairing bridges, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 
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Art. 9. Tosee what sums of money the town will vote toappro- 
priate or raise and appropriate for the purpose of repairing and build- 
ing sidewalks in Newport village and repairing the concrete on Main 
street near the bridge, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 10. Tosee what action the town will take in relation to 
improving the park on North Main street, in Newport village, appro- 
priate money therefor, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 11. Toseeif the town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
one hundred dollars to defray the expenses of Memorial day exer- 
cises and pay the same to the quartermaster of Fred. Smyth Post, 
No. 10, Department of New Hampshire, G. A. R., and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

Art. 12. To see what sums of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the purpose of lighting the streets in Newport 
village and elsewhere about town, for the installing of new lights in 
town and the maintenance of the same, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

Art. 13. Toseeif the town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
three hundred and fifty dollars for the support of the Newport Cadet 
Band, to be paid at the discretion of the Selectmen to E. A. Davis, 
treasurer of the band, providing the band give a series of open air 
concerts during the summer months, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

Arte 14. To see if the town will authorize the purchase of eight 
hundred feet of hose for the use of the Fire Department, appropriate 
money for the same, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to have a police officer who 
shall devote his entire time to the duties of his office, and appropriate 
money therefor. 

Art. 16. To see what action the town will take to provide for 
any floating debt or notes owed by the town now due, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

Art. 17. To see what sums of money the town will authorize 
the Selectmen and Treasurer to borrow in anticipation of taxes, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 18. Toseeif the town will authorize any discount, and if 
so how much, on taxes paid before certain dates, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to iastruct the Board 
of Water Commissioners to extend the water main from Winter street 
to the new house of Angie Gunnison, on Beech street extension, ap- 
propriate money for the same, and pass any vote relating thereto. 
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Art. 20. Toseeif the town will instruct the Board of Water 
Commissioners to lay pipes and convey the town water into 
St. Patrick’s cemetery from Beech street extension, appropriate 
money for the same, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 21. Toseeif the town will vote to instruct the Board of 
Water Commissioners to extend the Newport Water Works to Pol- 
lard’s Mills, appropriate money therefor, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. . 

Art. 22. To see if the town will vote to put in underground 
pipes to properly drain the surface water from thesouth end of Laurel 
street extension, appropriate money for the same, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to abate the taxes assessed the past year upon that portion of real.estate 
of the late William H. Wright as was bequeathed by him for the es- 
tablishment of the Carrie F. Wright Hospital, to exempt said prop- 
erty from future taxation, and grant it the use of the city water 
without charge, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 24. To seeif the town will vote to release the money con- 
ditionally accepted from the Newport Agricultural Society for the 
purpose of erecting a pavilion in Wilmarth Park and allow the same 
to be presented to the Carrie F. Hospital in Newport. 

Art. 25. Toseeif the town will elect three Cemetery Commis- 
sioners, one for one year, one for two years, and one for three years, 
and one each year hereafter, define their duties and powers, and 
adopt any or all of the recommendations of the Cemetery Committee 
heretofore chosen, and raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary for carrying such recommendations into effect, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to adopt Chapter 33 of the 
Session Laws of 1901, entitled ‘‘An act providing for the appointment 
of public weighers and defining their powers and duties.’’ 

Art. 27. To see if the town will vote to authorize the removal 
of certain pine trees from the southwestern part of the cemetery at 
North Newport, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 28. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

PERMANENT IMPROVEMENTS ON MAIN HIGHWAYS 


At the last annual town meeting the town voted to ask for 
State Aid for the purpose of making permanent improvements on the 
highways in accordance with the law passed by the legislature of 
1905 and amended by that of 1907, and after consulting with State 
Engineer A. W. Dean, who with the Selectmen, made a personal ex- 
amination of several of our main roads, and with the approval of the 
Governor and Council, it was decided to expend the jeint fund for 
1908 on the Sunapee road, beginning at the concrete culvert near the 
town line, and working towards Newport village as far as the amount 
of the said fund would allow, the main object aimed at being the 
grading of the Guild hill, so called, both sides of the hill. The road 
over this hill, as many know, was not only steep in places but was 
crooked and narrow, so that besides being difficult for teams to draw 
loads over it had in late years during the summer season on account 
of the great amount of automobile travel become positively danger- 
ous. The present law allowing towns to contract for expending the 
joint fund at cost, it was decided to do the work with resident help, 
and the job was placed under the supervision of R. E. Bartlett, Road 
Agent. 

Beginning at the culvert mentioned, there was put in 850 feet of 
heavy underdrain to relieve if possible the very muddy condition 
that prevails on that portion of road in the spring, and the hill on 
the Sunapee wide graded to a five per cent. grade, the road shaped 
and surfaced with gravel where needed. The low place between the 
two crests of the hill was filled two feet for a distance of 200 feet and 
the large hill next to Guild cut to a true eight per cent. grade from 
the top to the Granite State Mills, a distance of 1000 feet. In making 
this grade there was a cut averaging eight feet for 200 feet in length, 
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and an average cut of two and one-half feet for just about 450 feet, 
and an average fill of two and one-half feet for 350 feet, two 12-inch 
tile and one stone culvert cross the road on the large hill and one 
12-inch tile culvert crosses the Newbury road at this point, and an 
underground drain of 10-inch tile 226 feet long laid in front of the 
mill property. 

The small rise opposite Mr, Dorr’s residence was graded and the 
hollow below filled and two culverts lengthened. 

The hill opposite the schoolhouse was graded and the road sur- 
faced from the mill toa point opposite the Lily pond, a distance of 
3,850 feet, with material taken from the hill. The road over the hill 
was straightened as far as practicable and made good width. The 
above distances are from an actual survey made when the water was 
put in for Guild, and it may be of interest to know that the distance 
from D. Richards & Sons’ mill to the Granite State Mills is 10,600 
feet, or 40 feet over two miles, and the distance from that point to 
town line is 3,033 feet, or 184 rods.

HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES 


To the Selectmen of Newport: 

In making the first report under the present method of caring 
for the highways, a brief word of explanation may not be impertin- 
ent. 

The roads came out last spring in bad condition, with several 
miles practically ruined. Although the roads are far below what 
we might wish yet they are comfortable to ride upon, all over town. 
I regret to say that the expenditures have exceeded the appropriation 
for highways, as you will see by the itemized report. A too liberal 
expenditure early in the season, followed by unexpected calls for 
outlay, will account for this. The cost of bridges has been unusually 
large. Four small plank bridges have been covered with stone 
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Early in the season three pieces of gravel road were put in as an ex- 
periment, the gravel in each place provin:; excellent. The list of the 
cost is approximate, but very near correct. A different method of 
book-keeping by the Road Agent, would enable him to give the exact 
cost of different items of work. For the job near Mr. Stubbs, $150; 
near Croydon line, $115.25; at North Newport, $77.20. The retain- 
ing walls and culvert at North Newport cost $104 50. 

As will be seen by the report, George A. Wilmarth has had di- 
rect supervision of much of the work during the year. His long ex- 
peric nce makes his services valuable. It has been the pian as far as 
practicable to widen the roads. The large automobile travel will 
make this imperative in the future. 

When settlement was made with the Selectmen, by accident $100 
expended, was left out of the account. The bills have been paid by 
money advanced by the Road Agent, as noted in financial statement. 

I trust that the following report is sufficiently itemized to meet 
the requirements of the law.

The grading and lowering water pipe as per contract was to be 
done by the town, and as much of the material moved, helped to 
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improve other streets, the grading was charged up to general high- 
ways bill. The amount so charged was approximately $178. 

Mr. Perry zommenced to lay down the macadam at the place 
where he stopped work the previous year, near the residence of C. M. 
Emerson, and worked north as far as the appropriation would allow. 
This left a portion of the street between where the appropriation 
ended and the macadam laid down in 1906, unimproved. Mr. Perry, it 
seems, consulted an influential citizen, who as Mr. Perry says, told 
him to finish the street, and that he would see him paid, and before 
the Road Agent was aware of the fact, the stone was here and partly 
unloaded, to complete the street at this place.

REPORT OF 


CEMETERY COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Newport: 

Your committee on the new cemetery, continued at the last 
annual meeting, for the purpose of expending the unused balance of 
about $700 from the appropriation of $2,000 made at the March 
meeting in 1907, desire to report that after visiting by sub-commit- 
tees other cemeteries and conferring with the superintendents thereof 
and others, they engaged Ira S. Littlefield of New London, N.H., as 
engineer, and under his supervision had a survey made of the lot on 
the road to Guild heretofore purchased, and the easterly part (about 
one-half) enclosed by a substantial fence. 

This part has been laid out in sections or lawns, with convenient 
avenues to make them all accessible, and provide the needful en- 
trances and exits, and with due regard to the improvement later 
of the westerly end of the purchase. It is the judgment of your 
committee that not only should all improvements for the present be 
confined to the easterly part of the lot, but that this should be im- 
proved a section ata time. The grading has already been completed 
on one section, and is well under way on two more, which will give 
ample selections for the present for family lots and individual inter- 
ments. One section has already been plotted into lots, one interment 
made therein, and a handsome monument erected; enough of the 
avenues have been cut out and partially graveled and graded to make 
accessible all three sections on which improvements have been made. 

The town water pipe running to Guild has been tapped, anda 
service pipe carried to a convenient point, from which extensions and 
laterals may from time to time be run as required. 

A piece of land abutting the bighway leading to Ryder Corner 
and accessible from the north side of the cemetery, has been pur- 
chased from Frank H. Reed, and will provide loam or surfacing 
material for a long time to come. 
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The above improvements and purchases have over run the funds 
at our disposal somewhat, the total cost to date being $820.48, for 
which amount we have received from the Selectmen orders on the 
Town Treasurer. (For details of expenditures, see statement at- 
tached.) 

Some further improvements in way of seeding, grading, gravel- 
ing and markers, will be necessary the coming year. Our plans also 
contemplate a drain to take the surface water which is liable to ac- 
cumulate at one point when the ground is frozen. The avenues have 
been laid out with this in view, so that one, or possibly two grates, 
in one of them, will accomplish this. A tool house will be needed in 
the near future, and in our opinion it would be wise to build the 
same the coming season. 

To carry out these and such other improvements as we believe 
will have to be made the coming season, we would recommend 
an appropriation of $1,000. 

We further recommend that this burial lot be named ‘Pine 
Grove Cemetery.” 

Our plan also contemplates a lawn grade, without terracing, 
fencing or curbing, for family or individual lots, and we would 
strougly recommend that this be invariably adhered to. ; 

We have given considerable time to investigation and study of 
the situation with the view of suggesting for your consideration 
some plan for the future improvement and care of this cemetery, as 
well as other cemeteries in town, and some plan under which the 
lots shall be taken up by citizens and others. 

We would recommend that the town elect three persons, to be 
known as Cemetery Commissioners; one to serve one year, one two 
years, and one three years, hereafter electing one each year. These 
Commissioners to have entire charge of all cemeteries in town, with 
authority to make such rules and regulations governing the same as 
in their judginent may seem best; they to act in an advisory capac- 
ity, with a nominal salary, with power to appoint one or more 
Superintendents to have immediate charge of the improvements and 
care of the various lots, as well as interments. Said Superintendents 
to be appointed annually and to hold office subject to the pleasure of, 
and their compensation to be fixed by, the Commissioners. The Su- 
perintendents to expend under the direction of the Commissioners 
the income of any and all funds that may be left by individuals for 
the care of burial lots. 

We would further recommend that so far as possible the be- 
quests of individuals for the care of lots be so made that the income 
thereof may be used first to keep in repair the lot and appurtenances 
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of the donor; second, the surplus if any, which shall accumulate 
from time to time, to be available for the ornamentation and im- 
provement of the grounds of the cemetery. This would in many 
cases make available funds not required at times in connection with 
the care of the lot of the donor, for surrounding or other lots not 
otherwise provided for, thereby resulting in the general keeping 
up of the cemetery. 

We would further recommend that all grading and preparation of 
lots be done by the Superintendent or under his supervision, and that 
the family and individual lots in each section when completed and 
ready for occupancy be appraised by the Commissioners and sold on the 
basis of such appraisal; one-half the proceeds of such sale to be 
turned over to the Town Treasurer to be used for adding to, im- 
proving and ornamenting the cemetery grounds, and to be expended 
as the Commissioners may direct. The other half to constitute a 
permanent fund to be invested by the Selectmen and Town Treasurer 
in securities of the town if practicable; otherwise in other good se- 
curities, the income of which shall be paid over to the Commissioners 
to be expended in the care, protection and ornamentation of the cem- 
etery from which the fund originated. 

We would call especial attention to the desirability of having the 
records of interments properly and permanently kept from the start

In accordance with a vote of the town an additional 8-inch sup- 
ply line of pipe has been laid from Gilman pond, connecting with the 
12-inch waste pipe at the dam and with the 6-inch Pine street line 
and the 6-inch reservoir line, near the Spooner place, socalled. From 
the dam to a point where it enters the highway, near, the northeast- 
erly corner of Mrs. Maria H. Bartlett’s field, it follows the old 6-inch 
line on the west side, with an intervening space of from 2 to 6 feet. 
From the point where it enters the highway it is laid on the west side 
and outside of the worked part of the road as far as the Booth place, 
so called, near the Unity town line. From that point to the town 
line it is located outside the shoulder of the road, and continues on 
the west side to the Dame hill. At four points on the line, con- 
nections are made between the two pipes so that any section may be 
shut off for repairs without stopping the flow of water to the reser- 
voir. Burlington cast iron pipe was used in its construction. 

The cost of the new line, including pipe and lead to the value of 
- $200, left-over, also $319.70 due to L. A. Taylor, to whom the con- 
tract for pipe laying was awarded, was $20,594 40. 

The gate house at the poud has been repaired by surrounding the 
stone work with a wall of reinforced concrete from 11-2 to 21-2 
feet in thickness, in which 65 barrels of cement, 88 loads of gravel 
and 610 pounds of steel were used at’ an expense of $83718. This 
work was done in accordance with plans by L. A. Taylor and largely 
under his supervision by his workmen. 

As a necessary prelude to this work 3 feet of water was drawn 
from the pond. This, combined with the unprecedented droughth of 
the summer and fall, reduced the depth of water to a lower point 
than at any other time since the water works were constructed 
Advantage was taken of this condition and $202.50 was expended in 
cleaning the shore of the pond of dead trees, bushes, roots and other 
debris. 


NORTH NEWPORT SYSTEM 


To avoid freezing it has been found necessary to put a part of the 
pipe laid in 1905 deeper, and 900 feet has been relaid below the frost 
line In order to furnish sufficient water for the houses connected 
697 feet of of 1 1-4-inch galvanized pipe has been laid, connecting 
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the second spring of water with the first, also 20 feet of Akron pipe. 
The entire expense, less cash received from service pipe receipts, has 
been added to the cost of that system.

SCHOOL REPORT 


To the Honorable School Board ot Newport: 

The percentage of attendance in all the schools in the town con-— 
tinues to increase. The statistical table for last year, i. e. from Sep- 
tember, 1907, does not show the gain in that respect that has been 
made since the opening of the fall term of this year. The lowest per 
cent. in any school not including the kindergarten was eighty-four and 
the highest nearly ninety-eight. The average of all the schools in the 
village was a trifle in excess of ninety-four. Should the same condi- 
tions continue throughout the year, the percentage of attendance will 
exceed any record of the scnools of which I am possessed. In this 
connection I may say that so closely does the ninth grade articulate 
with the high school that every member of that grade entered the high 
school last fall and is one of the six schools in the state where all the 
pupils in the highest grade below the high school entered a secondary 
institution. This is certainly a gratifying result for the time is near 
when the great mass of American children will receive the benefit of 
a secondary education and a large percentage will pass through col- 
lege as well. . 

Our courses are now so arranged as to prepare scholars for college 
and the technical schools by one of three ways. The strictly classical 
course, the Latin course with modern languages, or the English 
course with modern languages and sciences. 

Unless pupils come to us from the outside, there will be none to 
take Greek after the graduation of the class of 1909. Should this con- 
dition come to be a fact, it will allow the teacher of Greek one period 
per day to give her time to one of the modern languages or Latin, 
thereby enabling us to present a bifurcated course at the end of two 
years work in the high school to such pupils that may have taken two 
years of Latin but desire also to take one year’s work in physics and 
one in chemistry. The only change in the other courses being the plac- 
ing of physics and chemistry in the third and fourth years respectively. 
Such an arrangement has the advantage of giving to the pupils the 
necessary requirements for some technical school which at the com- 
mencement of their course they had no idea of entering. One of our 
largest technical schools in the United States does not require Latin 
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but expressly states in their catalogue that they desire pupils who have 
had two years training in that subject. The above outline would be 
distinctly advantageous and unless a sufficient number form a class, at 
least three, elect Greek, I believe It would be best in the interest of the 
majority not to offer it after the close of the present school year. 

Last June members of both the then senior and junior classes took 
examinations prepared by the College Entrance Examination Board. 
The seniors passed conditionally and might have entered but tor finan- 
cial reasons. The juniors took only the preliminary examinations and 
passed nine points out of the twenty-one at that time required. They 
did not offer English or any of the subjects scheduled for the senior 
year. It will be an easy matter for them this year to get the required 
points without condition. The total number examined by this same 
board in different parts of the United States and Europe was 3,250. 
By taking this examination we placed our schools on the same founda- 
tion and found our relative standing with schools in 174 places in the 
United States, 5 in Europe, 11 in Hawaii, 3 in France, 3 in Germany 
and 3 in Switzerland. 

The suggestion was made in one of the committee reports at the 
annual meeting of the Public Education Association, held in New 
York, January 15, 1g0g, that high school education should avoid look- 
ing backward at college entrance examinations, but should be con- 
cerned with serving the interests of the community. The suggestion is 
a good one but should not be followed to the extent of abandoning 
preparation for the college and the technical school. For the high 
schools to abandon this idea and prepare only for the practical and 
everyday work would mean that only the genius or the wealthy would 
ever reach the professions and higher walks of life 

The best thing that a democracy can do is to take care of her chil- 
dren, and if preparation for college is left to preparatory schools alone, 
then we must trust to them to do for the majority what they have never 
done or what any outside organization founded on either race or caste 
cannot do. During the fall term the whole number of different pupils 
registered in the kindergarten was 15, with the average daily attend- 
ance of 10.6. Judging from the number who were in attendance dur- 
ing the two previous winter terms, no more than five or six could be 
counted on for regular attendance during this time. The cost for 
teachers alone would have been $11.50 per week, an amount greatly 
in excess of the cost of maintaining any other school. For that rea- 
son the kindergarten was discontinued for the present. In this con- 
nection it seems appropriate to say that last year the largest number 


of pupils registered in the high school was 59. This year it is 73. Of 
this number, 16 come from out of town and their tuition is paid by 
their respective towns. The state law allows a maximum tuition of 
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$40 per year per pupil. Our tuition is $18 per year. It would seem 
to me that for the advantages offered we ought to ask somewhat more, 
perhaps $30 per year, especially so, as the academies and high schools 
nearest: us charge the full amount. 

The development of our system to conform with cities and towns 
of our population and wealth should be in the high school, and the 
necessary preliminary training in the grades. Five of our secondary 
schools have regularly approved curricula in one or more of the 
branches; mechanic arts, agriculture and the domestic arts. These 
are at Berlin, Concord and Lebanon high schools, Gilmanton and 
Coe’s academies. Manual training and drawing in different forms, are 
also part of the course in many other schools. 

Before adopting any extensive change in our plan, with the ex- 
ception of introducing drawing, we had better wait for the results 
from those schools where such courses are in operation, in order to 
justify conclusions, before asking financial snpport for those measures 
which have been in force only long enough to give an encouraging 
promise. , 

In theory at least our school games are the culmination of periods 
of training in which many take part. The interest in the final result 
is what makes the useful part, the daily training, go on. The very 
heart and life of sport, is friendly rivalry; it is relaxation, a diversion, ' 
a relief from cares, bitterness and hostility. The foundation of all 
sports is in friendliness and its essence in good fellowship. These are 
the standards for measuring all sports. It is no sport, if in its nature 
it evokes evil temper, arouses bad feeling and does injury. There is 
nothing substantial in a victory won by methods which alienate 
friends or lose his respect. The rewards of sport are found in the test 
of skillful performance, in the pleasure one has the right to take in 
exercising trained muscles, in doing a thing well, in bodily refresh- 
ment and invigoration, in the diversions and variety afforded the 
mind, in the knowledge of self control, both physical and mental, in 
the excitement of competition and in the companionship of friends. 
The desire for skill justifies practice and training. 

Bodily invigoration demands open air for the best sports. By 
maintaining the standard of scholarship and the spirit of fair play, a 
type of scholarly athlete will be produced who will ‘deliver the 
goods’’ by fair means only. Newport’s geographical location, its va- 
ried and successful industries, the enterprise of its citizens, means that 
Newport will unquestionably increase in population and in wealth. Be- 


fore it is too late and too expensive, some arrangement should be 
made for a playground and erect thereon a gymnasium where the 
young people of the town may have training under instruction and 

proper supervision. A gymnasium so arranged that a part of the space 
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may be given over in the futnre to industrial education. 

Not all of life is for labor alone. We need a reasonable amount 
of recreation and most of us deserve it, therefore an expenditure of 
the town’s money in that direction would be neither unexampled, un- 
warranted nor unwise. ‘‘To him that gives, receives,’’ and whoever 
gives pleasure, gets it, 

There are always some changes in the teaching force, and we 
have not escaped them. The most important was the withdrawal of 
Mr. Hayward, for seven years principal of the high school. A schol- 
arly, upright man, who worked in season and out to maintain a school 
of high reputation. We look for a repetition of his success in his new 
field of work. His successor, Mr. H. C. Stoughton, has taken up the 
work with courage and good judgment, and we were fortunate in se- 
curing his services. 

The work of your superintendent with the committee, teachers, 
pupils and parents has been in all personal relations extremely 


pleasant.
